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graduates  have  accts« 


III  presenting  its  Eighteenth  Annual  Report,  the  Council, 
while  not  being  able  to  report  anything  in  original  research, 
endeavors  to  maintain  a  steady  grasp  of  the  objects  of  the 
•Society,  by  its  regular  monthly  meetings,  at  which  considerable 
Misiiie.ss  in  the  interests  of  the  Society  is  transacted. 

It  regrets  the  want  of  heartier  co-operation  by  the  public, 
.iiid  a  lack  of  interest  by  its  own  members  in  the  City,  as  it 
-ijinetiines  happens  that  nothing  is  done  for  want  of  a  quorum. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  all  our  members  are  busy  men, 
.ove  for  the  cause  must  be  very  constraining. 

Xeverthele.ss  there  were  eight  effectual  meetings  held  by  the 
Council  during  the  year,  and  two  open  meetings  to  the  public 
-one  on  the  21st  April,  when  a  short  paper  entitled  "  Farm 
life  in  the  Selkirk  Colony  "  was  read  by  Rev.  R.  G.  MacBeth, 
vhicli  has  subsequently  been  publi.shed  by  the  author  through 
Wm,  Briggs,  of  Toronto.  This  transaction  should  have 
accompanied  the  report  for  this  year,  but  it  was  included  in 
'.lie  year  189G.  as  it  was  got  ready  together  with  the  report  for 
'.liat  year. 

At  the  other  open  meeting  held  on  the  13th  January,  1898, 
Rev.  Mr.  Burman  read  an  instructive  paper  on  "  Notes  on 
Land  Birds  Observed  in  Winnipeg  and  Its  Vicinity."  This 
paper  will,  after  some  enlargement,  probablj  be  printed  as  a 
I 'ran.saction  of  the  Society  later  on. 

The  Council  has  determined  to  consider  the  importance  of 
l-ollecting  ethnological  and  ethnographical  materials,  and  of 
[Conserving  the  otherwise  rapidly  disappearing  remains  of 
mdian  lyanguages,  etc  ;  and  has  now  a  working  committee  to 
I'^rther  this  end  as  a  branch  of  this  Society,  and  hopes  that 
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friends  outside  will   help   in   directing   attention  to   if  not  ii; 
actually  participating  iii  collecting  such  materials. 

The  Society  mourns  the  death  of  Mr.  John  MacHtih.  i 
Past-President  of  the  Society,  and  of  Alexander  Hegg.  oni-nfji, 
earliest  supporters  before  the  .Society  was  incorporated  in  1S7',| 
Obituary  notices  of  both  these  gentlemen  will  he  lound  in 
the  Report. 

Five  additional  names  have  been  added  to  the  li>i  of  .\iiivt. 
Members  for  the  year.  With  the  great  convenience  for  readiiij; 
and  cosy  corners  for  study,  Mie  Council  hopes  that  ii-^  Library 
will  be  better  patrou'/ed,  and  its  resources  more  a])preciate('; 
by  its  members  and  friends.

The  Society  desires  to  put  on  record  its  regret  at  the  death 
of  Mr.  J.  MacBeth  at  a  comparatively  early  age.  He  was  ,i 
native  of  the  parish  of  Kildonan,  received  his  education  in  it- 
.schools  and  in  St.  John's  and  Manitoba  Colleges,  and  becamr| 
in  many  ways  a  representative  of  the  historic  parish. 

For  some  time  he  sat   in  the   Legislature  as  member  fori 
Kildonan,   and    took   an   active    part  in    public   affairs.     As 
President  of  this  Society,  Mr.  MacBeth  signalized  his  term  of j 
office  by  close  attention  to  his  duties,  and  contributed  a  most 
interesting  paper  to  the  Archives  of  the  Society  on  the  social  j 
life  of  his  native  pari.sh. 

Of  a  kindly  and  unselfish  disposition,  our  Past- President 
was  a  general  favorite,  and  the  Society  would  express  tohisj 
widow  and  other  friends  its  appreciation  of  the  departed,  ami 
sympathy  for  them  in  their  great  loss. 
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()ii  ihe  tith  of  September  last,    l.S'JT,   the    late    Alexander 
ikgK,  (lied  at  Victoria,   B.C.,    in   the   Xth  year  of  hi.s  age.     ^9'*. 
He  was  a  native  of  the   City   of  (Quebec,  having    been  born 
:ht.re  on  the  l'.>th  of  Julv,  W4<).      He  received  a  good  education,    1?^^ 
Mrlly  at  Aberdeen,  Seotlnnd,  and  partly  at  St.  Johns,  (jiiebec. 
He  came  to  the  Red  River  Settlement  in    1S<)7,  and  enjoyed 
I  :':;e  distinction  of  lieing  the  first  to  make  known  to  the  people 
ji  the  older  provinces  the  possibilities  of  trade  that  exists  in 
|;he   Xorth-West,    and    of    opening   up    regular    commercial 
ntercour.sc   between    the    eastern    and    western    parts   of   the 
Dominion.     In  liWl)  he  entered  into  pa. 'Mer.ship  with  the  late     '  ^^"^ 
Hon.  A.  G.  Bannatyne.       From   this  bu.-.iness  he  retired  .soon 
liter,  and  took  up  newspaper  and   literary  work,  in  which  he 
I  :.ad  already  won  some  success  as  the  author  of  a  novel  and  a 
raraa.       In    1872  he   started  the    "Trade    Review,"    which 
jftcrvvards  grew  into  the  "  Ga/ette  and  Trade  Review."       He 
has  in  1S74  editor  of  the  "  Daily  Nor- Wester,"  which  became 
I'.he  organ  of  the   Davis  government.       In  1(S77   he  began  the 
Daily  Herald,"   a  Con.servative  journal    which   had  only  a 
rief  existence.         He     was     appointed     Deputy- Provincial 
ITreasmer  in  the  Goverinnent  of  the  Hon.  John   Norquay  in 
p7s,  and  occupied  this  po.sition   for  the  next  six  years.       In 
'he  same  year  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  formation  of  oui    \^^^ 
JHistorical  and  .Scientific  vSociety,  and  was  our  first  Recording-     "" 
pcrotary.     He   was  the   Commissioner   for  Manitoba  to  the 
Ijominion   Exhibition   in    1S7!>,  and  conducted  the  Manitoba 
Inhibits  through  Ontario,  (Quebec  and  the  Maritime  Provinces, 
p  that  and  the  following  year.       After  this  ho  was  .sent  to 
[jteat  Britain,  as  general  Immigration  Agent  for  the  Canadian 
jPacific  Railway,  a  position  which   he  held  for  .several   years 
pith  great  advantage  to   this  province.       He  was  elected  a 
pS.S.,  and  in  18<S(>  he  read  a  paper  on  Canada  before  the 
fociety  of  Arts.       He  wrote  a  number  of  important  works 
pnnected  with  the  history  of  this  part  of  the  Dominion.     He 
[i  the  author  of  ' '  Dot  it  Down , "  "  The  Creation  of  Manitoba, ' " 
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"  Ten  Years  in  Winnipeg,"  "  Seventeen  Years  in  the  North- 
West,"    "Our  National  Highway,"    "The  Great  Canadian 
North- West,"    and    "The   History  of   the  North- West,"  iuj 
three   volumes.      He   is   the  author  also,  of  many   vaUiablel 
pamphlets  on  immigration  and  other  subjects.     He  was  aul 
indefatigable  worker.       His  life  was  one  of  restless  activity 
devoted  chiefly  to  efforts  intended  to  promote  the  interests  of  j 
his  country,  rather  than  for  his  personal  benefit.      Tiie  last! 
few  years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  British  Columbia,  where  liel 
was  editor  of  the  "  British   Columbia   Mining  Record."    Tliej 
news  of  his  comparatively  early  death  was  a  great  shock  loj 
many  of  the  people  of  this  city  who  knew  him  as  a  friend,  audi 
esteemed  him  for  the  many  sterling  (jualities  of  his  character.j

The  Isbister  Library, 
which  belongs  to  the   University,  needs  a  new  cntaloRue,  audi 
this   library    is   very    useful   for  College  and  Normal   vSchool| 
pupils. 

The  contract  for  the  magazines  and  periodicals  has  beeiij 
again  awarded  by  tender,  Mr.  A.  Taylor  being  the  succehstr.lj 
tenderer.     The  contract  for  new  books  has  been  given  to  Mr. 
W.  D.  Russell  on  verj'  reasonable  terms.     The  magazines  aiidj 
periodicals  purchased  were  69  in  munber,  costing  6249.40. 
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During  the  j^ear  the  Board  gave  permission  to  use  certain 
:opies  of  the  Art  Journals  received  by  this  Society,  as  models 
;n  the  City  Public  Schools.  The  newspapers  and  periodicals 
received  as  exchanges  by  the  Historical  Society,  approaching 
%.  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  City  Library.  The  local 
newspapers  from  the  whole  Northwest  and  British  Columbia 
liiiord  great  facilities  for  obtaining  news  from  all  parts  of  our 
liestern  country. 

\  lunuber  of  important  books  have  been  added  to  the 
Library.  The  number  purchased  during  the  year  were 
'.'lata  cost  of  8601.29.     This  includes  $75  for  re-binding. 

The  large  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  the  Library  needs 
li?.  increase  of  staff.  During  the  first  part  of  the  year  a  third 
lli'irarian  was  employed.  The  City  Council  was  urgently 
l:::uested  to  allow  an  extra  grant  of  8250,  but  could  not  see  its 
hay  to  this.  In  consequence,  the  Board  had  no  option  but  to 
|:;-;iense  with  the  services  of  the  third  Librarian.  In  this  way 
iere  is  possibly  some  delay  in  serving  applicants  as  promptly 

might  be  desirable.  For  this  the  Board  cannot  be  hcM 
J:>ponsible.
